England. 

LONDON, July 1.—Iu the action for libel 
brought by Scrutton, manager of the notori- 
-ous St. Paul's Industrial School against Helen 
Taylor, terminated in a verdict by consent for 
£1,000 damages. The defendant, in a letter 
to a third party, said Scrutton was morally 
guilty of manslaughter and charged he cor- 
ruptly supplied the school with adulterated 


food. 
PARNELL NAMED. 

LONDON, July 1.—Parnell and the Irish 
members were named by the Speaker of the 
House of Commons at 10 this morning for 
obstruction. All were suspended and order- 
ed to withdraw bya vote of 29 to 125. The 
Commons sat all night debating the repres- 
sion bill, Gladstone and Harrington remain- 
ing. The thirty-two Parneilites pressed an 
endiess number of amendments. Northcote 
gupported Gladstone in a long speech in 
which he urged the Government to stop by 
any meaps the obstruction of the Irish mem- 
bers, which he said was disgraceful and in- 
sulting to British intelligence. 

THE NIGHT DEBATE. 

LONDON, July 1.—The House of Commons 
in committee continued in session through- 
out the night on clause 17 of the repression 
bill. At 7:30 this morning Sir Wm. Har- 
court, Home Secretary, said time equivalent 
to two working days had been consumed in 
discussion of a clause of secondary import- 
ance. It would be forthe House and coun- 
try to say whether means must not be adopt- 
ed to end this state of things. 

Parnell said the Home Rule members 
would apneal to their countrymen at home 
and abroad. Hel contendéd no opposition 
could be more reasonably conducted against 
such an atrocious measure. At 9:30 o’clock 
Dr. Lyon Playfair, chairman of the commit- 
tee, said there had been — planned 
obstruction to the business of the House. 

Messrs. Biggar, Collin, Commins, Dillon, 
Healy, Leamys, McCarthy, Warnum, Metge, 
T. P. O’Conner, O'Donnell, Parnell, Powers, 
Redmond, sexton and Sullivan were then sus - 
pended and quitted the House. 

At 10:35 o’clock the chairman reported that 

O'Donnell had said the statement of the chair- 
man was infamous. 
Rt. Hon. Hugh C. Childers, Secretary for 
War, gave notice that be would 
move to consider O’Donnell’s conduct 
on Monday. It was agreed to take up the 
matter on that day, uring the — Dil- 
lon defied the Government to levy a blood tax 
from poor tenants Without 1 a re- 
newal of the disorders which attended the 
tithe war. This is a sample of the discussion 
throughout the night. 

Mr. O'Donnell declared that Dr. Playfair’s 
naming him was infamous, because he had 
been absent from the House all night and was 
therefore foully named. The chairman had 
sinned against all the traditions of his office. 

Mr. Childiers moved the suspension of the 
members named, and the suspension was 
voted by 126 to 27, amid loug cheers from ali 
parts of the House, includiig¢ the Irish mem- 
bers. The Speaker entered the House and 
the proceedings were reported to him, A 
member protested that he had been in the 
House twelve hours during which, as far as 
he was aware, neither Collen or Marum had 
spoken, and they ought not to have been named. 
Biggar declared the chairman oucht to give 
reasons for his action. Callan said the chair - 
man, in declaring him guilty of obstruction, 
had stated an utter falsehood. A motion 
toat toe named members withdraw was 
carried. The Speaker proceeded te 
eall on them individually to withdraw. 
Mr. Healy suggested they all withdraw to- 
gether, whfch they did, „Callan pausing 
to shout; I am suspended on the false re- 
port of a salaried Government officer.”’ 

The motion to report progress was rejected, 
159 to 16. Clause 17 was than adopted, 
158 to 19. ' 

Clause 18, which declares a person guilty 
ot an offence against the act, shall be liable. on 
summary conviction, to imprisonment with 
or without hard labor for a term not exceed - 
ing six months, was then taken up.

McChesney Left in the Lurch Again by 


On next Monday the fight to suppress lottery 
in this city will be resumed in the Criminal 
Court. The success of the State in the gam- 
bling cases and the biundering bungling of one 
of the attorneys for the defense have served to 
embolden the representatives of the State, who 
heretofore had some reason to doubt the good 
result. There are nearly 40 lottery 
cases on the docket. Warren F. McChesney, 
who wasindicted as a manager, was exceed- 
ingly anxious to get his allowance of justice be- 
fore the common herd had a hearing. For this 
purpose his legal advisers secured a severance 
and made a motion for a special setting of the 
cause. Judge Laughlin received the detend- 
ant’s plea and proposed the second Monday in 
July, which was accepted, and the case set 
down for July 10. To give McChesney the first 
hearing was the object of the State 


and the 340 other lottery and forty ordinary 
cases were accorcingly docketed on the dates 
extending from the 3rd to the 8th.

‘* There is one thing that the uninitiated know 
very little about, although they about it

This sage reflection fell from the lps of F. 
D. Raymond, a private detective, who has 
deen making his headquarters indifferently in 
St. Louis and Ohicago for years past. 

„And what is there to know about it,“ 
queried the knight of the quill, ‘‘farther than 
that everybody admits that it is an industry 
given over entirely to the private devective?’’ 

„And to the newspaper man. Seriously, 
however, I have been figuring on this subject 
lately, and I tell you that I believe there is 
more than $60,000 changing hands in St. 
Louis every year, wherein the consideration is 
biackmail pure and simple. And I believe if 
you go into any gathering of ladies and geutile- 
men such as your Veiled Prophets’ balls, or 
your other grand entertainments at the Mer- 
chauts’ Exchange, I could pick you out 
dozens, aye, scores of pretty women and gal- 
lant men at whose throat the grip of the 
shadowy tax-gatherer is present always. There 
is no case 1 go into with so much earnestness 
as these blackmailing ones. It does me more 
genuine pleasure to down one of these people, 
who make their living by trading on their 
know edge of other people's secrets than any 
other part of my work.’’ 

nd do you get much of it?“ 

„A great deal. Ihave just closed up a case 
this morning that was one of a class. A lady 
living iu a very nice house on Glasgow ave- 
nue sent for me a couple of weeks since in 
great distress. Put briefly, her story wasjthis: 
About a year ago, her husband being out of 
the city, she was out riding rather late with a 
gontleman to whom she had been engaged be- 


fore her present marriage. The 
couple had a tolerably gay time, 
never thinking that Nemesis, in the 


person of the hack driver, was on the trail. 


A few davs after this iil-starred ride the lady 
received a badly spelled note from the driver 
announcing chat now her husband had re 
turned it would take 0 to keep him trom giv- 
ing her tittle adventure away. The fifty was 
forthcoming. Tue demand was made 1 
and again, each time successfully. wo 
weeks since the Jehu, inspired by hia previous 
success, demanded $250; the lady’s ud was 
absent, and she could not get the money from 
her husband; in despair she sent for me. In a 
short time 1 had Mr. Hack- Driver in a fx 
which he was glad to leave town to 
get out of. Those hack-drivers are, 
or at least some of them are, the worst black- 
mallers in the business. They are exceedingly 
shrewd in knowing just when a lady ie going 
where she has no business to go, aad as soon 
as they ascertain that she has enough charac- 
ter to be able to lose any, they close in on her 
for money. The lady’s course should be to go 
at once to the police, but few women know 
that. They imagine that one payment will end 
the matter, little guessing that they are fasten- 
ing aleech to themselves who i bied them 
uumercifully for every obtainable cent.“ 

„But the hack-drivers do not do ali the 
biackmaiiing?’’ 

„No; Iwill admit that the private detectives 
have the business almost entirely in their own 
hands, but you see the private detective ia 
four cases out of Ove is anything but an up- 
right, honest man. There is som in the 

itself which familiarizes one th the 
seamy side of life, and unconsc many 
men are led away who would not steal, per- 
haps. but who certainly do not hesitate to ex 
act money from victims asthe price of with- 
holding disgraceful intormation. There are 
few people who have not some shady part ot 
their lives which they do not want the world 
to know anything about. The proportion of 
people having shameful secrets is greater tnan 
8 or any one but a detective would 
lieve. In the rse of our 
business these secrets are confided to us, 
are learned by us, are guessed by us every 
day. Every one of these secrets is worth its 
weight in gold; and how isan unprincipied 
man to be prevented from using it. Rich men 
and wom mate delivered over to him, bound 
hand and foot, for him to do as he pleases 
with. They are nis siaves. African slavery 
was not half as heartless or as brutal. They 
re his to plunder utterly. I know of a case 
which happened a year since in which a pri- 
vate detective caused the suicide of a promi- 
nent St. Louis citizen by his unceasing and 
ruinous exactions. You recollect the case as 
well as I do—tne gentleman had 
two families and the detective 
it out and worked him. 
last the burden was more than he eould hear 
and he laid it down and died. I have deen 
told upon excellent autnority that the same 
detective, who is a very shrewd feliow, got 
25,0v0 from young Phil. Krieger before the 
roadway Bank ciosed its doors. He had dis- 
covered the dealing between Goldsol) and 
Krieger. I was only told this morning that 
another private detective has been working 
Obg E. Owen; the Third National thief. He 
did not graspthe magnitude of the secret, 
however, uud had only demanded 
hundreds when he ht just as 
easily have had thousands. hen the matter 
came Out in the papers and he saw that 
Owen had got away with more than $150,000 
an intimate friend of this detective told me 
that he actually cried with vexation at the op- 
portunity he had lost, saying that he had oniy 
ao $700 where he might have made him come 
own“ for $10,000. There is a private detective 
entirely inside the gambling ring, having got 
there entirely against the wishes of the gam- 
blers or their official frienas, and in spite of 


It was a private detective who discov- 
ered Kripe’s father, and only let the State 
know of his whereabouts and mental condi- 
tion when the murderer of Dora Broemser de- 
clined to bleed in order to havé the information 
suppressed. Again,a private detective knew of 
Bechitolsbeim's trouble nearly a year betore the 
balance of the world, and made a good thing 
of it, too. And this same man knew just where 
Bechtolsheim was hidiug and flnally gave 
the police the clew which ended in the Aus- 
trian Baron’s arrest. More than this,there was 
a private detective here who knows who killed 
the Man who was shot on Pine,near Fourth, so 
1 some years since, and has built 
ouse on his information. There is another 
here who knows enough to 
send @ leading light „of the Mer 
chants’ Exchange to the Penitentiary 
over the dead baby which was found up near 
Watkins’ North Park Place Hotel some months 
ago, and is making a great deal of money by 
keep his mouth shut, And so it goes ou. I tell 
vou this town is Noneycombed with biack- 
mail. I could count you ten men in the last 
two years who have been absolutely ruined 
trying to pour enough money into the 
pockets of these biackmailers to shut their 
‘mouths. They got on the wrong side of the 
market and failed. Bosh! They got on the 
wrone side of a biackmailer and were stripped 
that's all.“

Dining on Banana Soup and Listening 

i. to Indian Tales. 

Ernest Morris in New Yorn World, from Manaca- 
puru, Brazil. 

The River Patawa, so named from the 
abundance of Patawa palme (oceocarpus Ba- 
tava) which line its banks, is one of the large 
streams which flow into Lake Manacapuru. 
Its mouth is some sixty vyarde wide, the waters 
black, and its banks of high, rolling land. 
The valley is uninhabited, save by ons small 
maloca of the Muras Indians. 

Emerging from the forest, we soon reach 
the Patawa, and see before us the low malocsa 
of tne Muras Indians. We are greeted by a 
chorus of dogs, native Indian dogs, covered 
with sores, lean, mangy and half stafved. 


The men were not at dome, and 
the house was tenanted only dy 
several women and numerous chil- 


dren, the filthiest-looking people I ever saw. 
Everything bespoke laziness and poverty. 


strorgly built, with muscles in their arms 
that would shame a blacksmith. They speak 
a dialect peculiar to their tribe, but I under- 
stand many speak Siriguajera! and Portu- 
guesee. The men are great fishermen, spend- 
ing most of their time on the lake, thongh a 
few workinthe rubber forests of the in- 
terior. Thb tribe formerly occupied not 
only the banks of the lake, but 
the low forests near the mouth of 
the Negro, opposite the city of Manaos. 
Wallace speaks of them as being lazy and 18 - 
dolent. Ik all reports ere true the tribe is 
fast becoming extinet; there are now but 
three house: on or nearthe lake, and none 
in the low forests near the Negro. Tue nu- 
merous old 
found near Manacapuru show that this ro- 
gion was inhabited years ago by other tribes 
than the Muras. The remnant of this 
tribe, a pare none — — into the 
forest, ve Thelr — „ 
dark hounses—in all the most impene ie 
woods. During our stay I never once saw 
asmile upon the faces of the women: they 
talked but little, and always in alow tone. 
with frequent gestures. We watched the 
women busy in making a mingon (soup) out 
of green pacovas or bananas. They tore off 
the ekin with their teetn, grated the banana 
and threw it into a large earthen pot full of 
hot water, and stirred the bananas with a 
stick, which they occasionally used to strike 
a prowling dog. We were served with this 
mixture in little wooden cups, and while 
sipping this — agra dish wondered if 
banana soup made those muscles. All fruit 
is generally made into drink or mipgoo 
and, no matter what Indian tribe you are 
among, you are compelled to live upon these 
mingons, Some are palatable, but the ma- 
jority are simply discustinc, many being sea- 
soned with the larva of insects, 

The sun was low down, a most touching 
the tree tops, when we reached the canoe, 
and the dark clouds on the horizon told us 
that we were to pay for this bright day by a 
violent night storm. Oncein the canoe, the 
Indians took off their shirts and pas them 
under the “toldy,’’ or palm cabin; then,

To-day it 
numbers, in the old and new town combined, 
8,000 inbabitants. For several siections 
the Americans have been urging that the 
town be locorporated. while the Mexicans 
fought it bitterly, seeming to resent the 
American influence that was sweeping them 
from long-entablished usages.

The Whipping Post for Boys. 
From the Chicago Times. 


there are some serious objections to the 
whipping post, though it seems to be the 
mast useful instrument of punishment for a 
classof brutal erimes that are not committed 
by persons to whom confinement has an 
special terrors. But for the incorrigible small 
boy a flogging is almost the oaly punishment 
that can be inflicted withany promise of good 
Its, and itis far preferable to confine- 
ment in a reform school, dee use such schools 
do not reform. At least the results are very 
uncertain, and the risks are great. In the 
reform school the culprit is thrown into inti- 
mate association with boys who may be much 
older than himself, and, therefore, likely 
to Influence him, and who may be 4a 
great deal worse than he. At the reform 
achool the bay learns a trade and has to con - 
form with wholesome regulations, and gots 
same ofthe rudiments of education, and for 
— 8 who ought.to go to the penitentiary, but 
who are too voung, the reform school has 
many recommendations. But in the case of 
1 ten or twelve years old, or less, the 
rod is equally terrible, and, while it teaches 
nothing but the risk of being a bad boy, it is 
free from the objection that it throws the boy 
tuto bad company. A few days ago three 
boys, one seven and one nine years old, were 
esught stealing from cars and doing ma- 
iclous mischief in Philadeiphis. The 
prosecuting offieer complained that police 
justices and public sentiment looked on these 
ohlldren as being too small for punishment, 
at least for confinement in the reform school, 
and, though crimes were being frequently 
committed by them, he could rarely get any 
one of them punished. It was only a few 
weeks ago that two little boys were arraigned 
inthe criminal court here for stealing, and 
the clder was sent to the reform school and 
the younger was sant home, which was very 
Hei as baila place as any for him, for itis 
not likely that the boys who develop an apti- 
tude for burglary and bighway robbery be- 
fote they are a dozen years. old have any 
home training that is worth the 
name. If both of those boys 
had been flogged judiciously by order of 
the court, it would have been better for the 
little fellow who went free and quite as well 
for the larger one. A couple of days ago a 
bey a little more than ten years old was con- 
victed in the criminal court here and ten- 
teuced to the reform school’ for five years.

performance. I thought I had seen men 
doing hard work in California, but thle pol- 
ing of one of these boats of from fifty to one 
hundred tons makes all other work that I 
ever saw done seem, by the contrast, the 
most delightful recreation imaginable. 

But it would not be so aggravating if they 
made any headway to speak of, for then their 
labor would meet with some visible reward. 
Chicago and I were sitting on the river bank 
on one of the few sunny days we have had 
here this winter, when one of the boats came 
around a bend about half a mile below us. 
Being green ia regard to Berlin river boats, I 
expressed a wish to know what that boat was 
laden with. Chicago also expressing a little 
curiosity inthe same direction, we agreed 
to wait for the boat to come up. While 
waiting we naturally fell into a liti- 
cal discussion—Chicago being one of the 
rankest of Demecrate, and I, when I was at 
home, being a Tartarean Republican.
